BUDAPEST, Jan, 7—While both 


sides were reported sending rein- 
forcements to the frontier, and ten- 
sion remained high, quiet prevailed 
on the Czech-Hungarian border to- 
day following the pitched battle at 
Munkacs. 


The artillery, tank and infantry 


fight on newly-acquired Hungarian 
territory was being investigated by 
a joint, commission of Czechoslovak 
and Hungarian army general staff 
officers on the battleground. 


At Least 14 Killed 


At least 14 men were killed in the 


sudden miniature war, four Hun- 
garian officers and five soldiers, and 
five Chechoslovakian eoldiers, and 
many more were wounded. 


Czechoslovakia has officially ex- 


pressed "regret" over the Munkacs 
affair, yet each country persists in 
blaming the other for responsibility. 
Hungary also charges that Nazi Ger- 
man influence in the semi-auton- 
omous eastern section of Czechoslo- 
vakia, Carpatho-Ruthenia, was par- 
tially responsible for the outbreak. 


Blame Each Other 


(Prague's version said Hungarian 


regular troops and "terrorists" start- 
ed the fight, adding that three Hun- 
garian officers were taken prisoner 
within the Carpatho-Ukraine, sev- 
eral hundred yards beyond the new 
frontier.) 


A Budapest communique gave this 


account: "Thursday night a Czech 
major appeared on the Czech fron- 
tier at the town of Toelcserfalu and 
issued an order for the first bat- 
talion of Czech infantry, regiment 
No. 36, to attack Oroszvec and Mun- 
kacs (separated only by a bridge) 
early Friday morning.

Execution Delayed 


Authorities had been testing the 


chamber a short time before the 
scheduled hour of execution when 
the crock broke as cyanide "eggs' 
were dropped into it. Acid spread 
over the Door and delayed the exe- 
cution until the chamber was put 
into working order again. 


Arridy, wno had received a record 


number ol stays of execution, was 
finally marched into the chamber 
at 8-12 p. m 
He died calmly, with 


a smile on his lips. Prison doctor 
R. E. Holmes said Arridy was un- 
conscious 45 seconds after the cya- 
nide "eggs" were dropped into the 
sulphuric acid. His heart stopped 
beating six and one quarter minute-;, 
later.

Apparently referring to criticism 


of California authorities over lethal 
gas executions, Dr. Holmes said the 
death of Arridy was "the quickest, 
cleanbst gas-death yet," he added it 
proved lethal gas was the most hu- 
mane method of execution.

A GOVERNMENT CHANGES 


Prince Fumimaro Konoye, strong advocate of "neighborly amity" 


between Japan and China and a bitter foe of fascism, this week was 
removed from his premiership in Tokyo in a move certain to be ac- 
companied by results that may reverberate 'round the world. 


Baron Kiichiro Hiranuma, fanatical nationalist who stands for 


almost everything the docile Konoye detested, is given the control of 
the government and Japan is added to the list of nations to become a 
virtual totalitarian state. 


Hiranuma ;s pledged to continued and expanded warfare against 


China, Harsher action in regard to the Open Door policy in China also 
is anticipated, for no secret is made of the fact that, with Hiranuma at 
the controls, an additional strain will be placed on relations between the 
United States and the Nipponese. 


From now on, it is believed, Japan will bend herself to the task 


of forcing China to accept the former's military superiority as an ac- 
complished fact and to realize that the Nipponese will not stop until 
that result is attained. 


Konoye was ousted from his office because of his beliefs that China 


finally had been vanquished and that impending moves should be diplo- 
matic, not military. Resistance of his views mounted as Japan, though 
winning battle after battle, made no great progress toward actually win- 
ning the war. 


Hiranuma is expected to intensify the Chinese campaign and will 


make no overtures to the enemy. 


The world awaits with interest the result of this history-making 


change in which absolute control of a powerful nation's economic and 
military life is given over to a man who often has shouted defiance to 
the United States and other western nations.

ECZEMA TREATMENTS SHOULD 


BE SUPERVISED BY 


PHYSICIANS 


As I have explained to you, there 


are ways of alleviating and con- 
trolling eczema in children. In fact, 
once you know the particular pro- 
tein to which they are allergic, there 
isn't much trouble about it. But. 
there is probably only one way of 
permanently curing eczema. 
This 


is by gradually increasing the doses, 
of the offending protein by mouth 
until the system gets so it can han- 
dle it without reacting as it former- 
ly did. Now, parents, when you read 
this remember that this treatment 
must NOT be undertaken by anyone 
but ycur consulting physician. 
If 


you tried it yourself without such 
advice, you would be very unfair to 
your child. 


Provided you have the proper 


medical advice and supervision, this 
treatment is helpful for the perma- 
nent cure of eczema so long as you 
are absolutely sure that you know 
-what is the offending protein. If 
you dcn't know this, you are just- 
wasting your time and doing your 
child no good. 
. Let us suppose that your baby is 
sensitive to eggs, as a great many 
children are. His eczema develops, 
after egg is added to his diet and 
tests have shown that .it is the pro- 
tein in the egg that is bothering 
him. Then—under your physician's 
direction—treatment would be be- 
gun by breaking an egg into a glass 
of water, stirring the mixture and 
adding one teaspoon to another glass 
filled with water. 
•The baby should then be given 
one drop of this dilute 
_ solution. 


Wait for three days and if at the 
end of that time your child's eczema 
hasn't grcwn any worse, he should 
be given throe drops of the mixture. 


This method of gradually increas- 


ing the dose a few drops at a time 
^hould be continued until the child 
is receiving the whole egg. From 
this point on, your baby should be 
able to eat a whole egg without any 
reacticn whatever. Just remember.

however, that when such a treat- 
ment is underway there may be very 
severe and unexpected reactions in 
your child's system. That is why I 
tell you never to undertake it on 
your own; have your doctor super- 
vise it. 


We have had a little trouble with 


the quintuplets in the matter of 
eczema. At times it took us six or 
eight weeks to locate the cause of 
the rash on the babies' skins and 
relieve it. In looking lor the cause 
of the rash, the nurses and I had 
to be detectives. 
They were fed 


cereals and milk and all sorts cf 
foods, including fruits and vege- 
tables. 
Now the protein that was 


causing the trouble might have been 
in any one of the focds. 


In fact, each of the live might 


have been bothered by a different 
protein. However, we kept patiently 
after it until we narrowed it down 
to carbohydrates—sugar and starches 
—and we found that they were get- 
ting quite a bit. When we cut down 
the amounts they received, they re- 
covered very quickly. 
We lound 


that their systems were very quickly 
upset if they received more than 
their normal amount of sugar. An- 
other unusual thing was that the 
whole live were allergic to the same 
protein—and apparently to the same 
degree. 
Parents whose children are both- 


ered with eczema should check up 
on sugar. You dcn't know whether 
the child may be getting a candy or 
two between meals and this may be 
throwing the system off kilter. Par- 
ents should also be prepared for 
many discouragements in treating 
children with eczema. The cure re- 
quires great patience.

these days, and talking baby talk to 
some" haughty little pooch who has 
every atom of real sense bred out of 
him.

it's anything to worry about, and 
this department isn't urging a con- 
gressional investigation. 


Let's calmly accept the fact that 


the dogs had a grand Christmas this 
year because they didn't start a 
war;

opium trade; they didn't get soused 
over the holidays and have to take 
headache tablets; they didn't put 
out any fake debentures; they didn't 
invent any new killing machines; 
they didn't curtail the liberties of 
any of their fellow dogs; they didn't 
starve because they happened to 
have too much dcg food; they didn't 
proclaim the God-ordained superior- 
ity of this or that breed; they didn't 
torture anybody they happened to 
dislike; they didn't set up any $30 
Thursdays; they didn't trim suckers 
in night clubs and they didn't have 
press agents exploiting their fash- 
ionable offspring.
